Forget birds or planes. You’re more 

likely to see pumpkins sailing across the sky at Bengtson’s Pumpkin 
Farm in Homer Glen, about 30 miles southeast of Chicago. 

“Pumpkins just represent fun,” said Dave Bengtson, the farm’s 
owner, who fires the gourds thousands of feet with his custom air 
cannon-and sometimes launches them a more modest distance 
with a catapult. Bengtson’s brother was inspired to build the 
cannon in 2005 after a trip to the World Championship Punkin 
Chunkin competition in Bridgeville, Del., where some contraptions 
have been engineered to catapult a pumpkin as far as a mile. 

Which begs the question: Why would anyone put so much effort 
into something as seemingly mindless as flinging pumpkins? 

“It’s an opportunity to spend a large amount of time in the 
fresh air and a farm field doing something as utterly ridiculous as 
building a machine to throw an 8- to 10-pound pumpkin as far as 
you can,” Punkin Chunkin spokesman Frank Shade told RedEye. 
Enough said. 




To imbibe 

Bar manager Brenda Matias 
was enjoying the flavor and 
texture of a pumpkin bisque 
last year when a thought 
occurred to her: How would 
the creamy sweetness taste in 
a cocktail? 

That’s how she came to 
create her pumpkin pie 
martini for The Bar at the 
InterContinental hotel on the 
Magnificent Mile (recipe at 
right). 

“It’s like you are having a 
pumpkin pie,” Matias said, 
adding that it’s best as an 
after-dinner drink. 

The secret to the cocktail is 
a pumpkin puree, which she 
makes from scratch with a 
dash of maple syrup for taste. 

The Tilted Kilt in the Loop 
makes its pumpkin pie martini 
with vanilla vodka and a 
spiced pumpkin liqueur-and 
takes the concept further by 
topping it off with whipped 
cream and graham crackers. 

“It’s more of a thick, 
milky type of martini,” said 
bartender Melissa Cortese. 
“Because it’s orange, it looks 
almost like a pumpkin.” 



To savor 

Terry Lynch once slurped 
baby eel stew out of a 
steamed Chinese pumpkin. 
The verdict? “It was awe- 
some,” raved the chef at 
Mon Ami Gabi in Lincoln 
Park. 

A bit of a pumpkin fan, 
Lynch prepared four pump- 
kin-inspired dishes earlier 
this month at the French 
bistro for a Pumpkin Festival 
special. There was pumpkin, 
ginger and apple relish to 
start. Then roasted pumpkin 
and garlic soup, followed by 
bacon-wrapped halibut with 
pumpkin, white bean and 
tomato stew. And for des- 
sert: pumpkin ice cream, of 
course. (What, you expected 
pumpkin-paired eels?)

Is all this talk about pumpkins making you thirsty? Brenda Matias, 
bar manager and mixologist at The Bar at the InterContinental 
Chicago hotel, shared three pumpkin-inspired drinks with RedEye 
that you can whip up at home.

PUMPKIN PIE MARTINI 
Ingredients 

1 V 2 ounces vodka (Matias rec- 
ommends Absolut Vanilla) 

1 ounce creme de cacao 

V 2 ounce heavy cream 

1 ounce homemade pumpkin 
puree 

Whipped cream as garnish 

Directions 

» For the pumpkin puree, split 
a small pumpkin in half and 
seed it. Remove the stringy 
fibers by scraping the insides 
with a metal spoon. Place the 
two halves cut-side down in a 
roasting pan along with cup 
of water. Bake the pumpkin 
at 350 degrees until melting- 
ly tender, about 90 minutes.

Nana-ddicted

“Organic” isn't a word you hear a lot 
in Bridgeport, where marinara roots 
run deep. So when brothers Omar and 
Christian Solis decided to open an 
organic-minded breakfast and lunch 
nook a few blocks from U,S. Cellular 
Field, they knew they had some 
persuading to do. 

And persuade they 
did, not only luring 
folks to test their 
menu of brunch 
staples and entrees 
with Latin twists, 
but also getting them 
to return. Two months 
after Nana's opening, the 
dining room is still packed. 

Their secret? Focusing on organic as a 
concept— not a gimmick. 

The bright little restaurant with wide 
windows and white wainscoting stands 
out in an area starved for good brunch 
options, A centrally placed coffee bar 
offers Metropolis coffees and tea ($1,65- 
$3,85) plus cups of joe to go, giving the 


place a coffeehouse vibe. The menu 
keeps the theme with mostly organic 
ingredients while aiming to please the 
neighborhood with comfort- food fla- 
vors and just- filling-enough portions. 

All the brunch items you'd expect are 
on the menu, from buttermilk pancakes 
($7) and french toast ($8) to oatmeal 
($5) and a breakfast burrito 
($8) filled with scrambled 
eggs, chorizo, bell pep- 
pers and jack cheese. 
But the standouts 
are the dishes 
unique to Nana. 

The Nanadict ($10) 
shakes up eggs Benedict, 
offering a pupusa (corn 
flat bread stuffed with cheese) 
topped with crumbled mild chorizo, a 
poached egg and poblano sauce. Not 
to be outdone are the baked chilaquiles 
($9), which swap out the usual mess of 
tortilla chips for a square of tortilla-jack 
cheese casserole served with poblano 
sauce and a pool of black beans best 
soaked up by casserole bites.

Skip the two skillets ($10), which are 
just OK compared with Nana's signa- 
ture dishes, but try the mascarpone- 
stuffed french toast ($10) if you want 
a super-sweet breakfast. If you're veg- 
etarian, look no further than the tofu 
scramble ($10) made with diced tofu, 
onions, bell peppers and broccoli and 
served with beans and tortillas. 

We admit our eyes glazed over a little 


when we discovered diet cola wasn't 
on the menu (try six flavors of organic 
soda, $2.50 each, instead), but we didn’t 
expect the Solis brothers to keep their 
organic concept totally secret. And 
they don’t need to. So far, they're easing 
Bridgeport in nicely

Corman started direct- 
ing films in 1955 and, dur- 
ing his peak, could turn 
out seven a year. A true 
auteur of “B” movies, his 
films featured offbeat 
characters, dark humor, 
social commentary and 
a savvy use of special 
effects and sets. 

With its low-budget, fast-paced param- 
eters, it’s no wonder that Corman jumped 
at the chance to produce “Splatter,” a 
three-part interactive horror Web series 
for Netflix that allows viewers to vote on 
which characters they want to see killed 
off in subsequent installments. 

And you don’t have to be a Netflix 
subscriber to catch “Splatter”: It started 
streaming Thursday for free at netflix. 
com/splatter. 

Viewers will be able to cast their votes 


on the fate of two charac- 
ters for Friday’s episode. 
After that installment, 
they again can choose 
who meets their maker 
on the Nov 13 finale. 

“The audience 

becomes part of the

Shot in eight days on

Over 
three 8- to 10 -minute episodes, Splatter’s 
five friends get more than they bargained 
for when they arrive at his mansion for a 
reading of the will.

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Home museum offers 
peek at Clinton’s youth

HOPE, Ark. The Bill Clinton First Home Museum 
soon will be a part of the National Park system, 
a designation that will give the modest struc- 
ture on a busy street more visibility as a tourist 
destination. 

The two-story, wood-frame house on Hervey 
Street in Hope, Ark., was where Clinton lived 
from his birth in 1946 at Julia Chester Hospital 
until age 4. The home was occupied until it was 
acquired by the Clinton Birthplace Foundation 
during Clinton’s presidency 

The dwelling, which opened as a museum in 
1997, conveys a lived-in feeling and is furnished 
with items that date to the late 1940s when 
Clinton lived there. A separate visitors center 
with a gift shop was added later. 

The South Hervey Street home served as 
the center of Clinton’s family life for his first 
10 years. After moving, Clinton spent summers 
there, visited on weekends and attended other 
family gatherings there until his grandfather, 
Eldridge Cassidy, died in 1956. 

The one original piece of furniture from 
Clinton’s time in the house is the living room 
couch. While visitors are not permitted to 
touch or sit on the furniture, the home has no 
glass partitions or roped-off areas, thus preserv- 
ing the ambiance of a private home. 

Museum director Martha Berryman says the 
people around Clinton provided him with his 
first notions of “social justice,” a theme he car- 
ried through his political life and into his post- 
presidential work. 

Displays include pictures of grandfather 
Cassidy’s store, where he served white and black

customers, an uncommon practice in Hope in 
those days. Cassidy was known to extend credit 
during hard times, sometimes forgive debts or 
slip extra food into a family’s order. 

“This is not lost on a little child with wide 
eyes and big ears,” Berryman said. 

Berryman produced a recent find, a snap- 
shot of Clinton as a boy standing in front of 
the house. The white paint on the house is 
peeling. 

“{Eldridge Cassidy] couldn’t afford to paint 
his house, but he could afford to let families 
have free food,” Berryman said. 

Berryman says she regularly straightens out 
myths— including misperceptions that the 
family lived in poverty, that Clinton was born in 
the house, and that his father abandoned him. 
The future president’s father, William Jefferson 
Blythe II, died in a traffic crash a few months 
before his son was born. 

Clinton said in his autobiography, “My Life,” 
that the South Hervey Street home “certainly is 
the place I associate with awakening to life” and 
that it “still holds deep memories.”

‘Wakeup’ plays like a bad dream 


Caitlin Murphy (Amy Acker, who can’t even convinc- 
ingly knock items off a shelf in anger) is one of the last 
enlisted Americans in Vietnam toward the end of the 

war. After the sudden death of her best friend (J.C. 
Chasez)— well, after going out drinking and having 
sex, without any residual sadness about the tragedy— 
Caitlin embarks on a covert mission with her reporter 
boyfriend. Despite the fact that Caitlin is one of the 
only qualified nurses her unit’s got. 

The buzz: This low-budget drama (the first Amer- 
ican movie allowed by the communist government 
to be filmed in Vietnam) has the guts to open with 
onscreen titles informing us, “This is the way it 

was. ” That either means writer-director Chris 
McIntyre knows he’s got an authoritative product 
on his hands or he’s terribly, earnestly, hilariously 
wrong. Regardless, he does have one of the most 
random casts of the decade, thus likely becoming 
the first war film to mix an Oscar winner (Faye Du- 
naway), a largely forgotten TV star (Danica McKel- 


lar), an assortment of haphazard familiar faces (Ed 
Begley Jr., Ben Vereen, Wes Studi) and a former boy 
band second banana (*NSync’s Chasez). 

The verdict: I’ve seen better acting by hungry 
animals in dog food commercials. Actually, between 
the performances, the ’70s adult film lighting, the 
horribly shot partying and the cheap music, “21 and 
a Wakeup” suggests war is less likely to break out 
than porn. (This might be what resulted if late-night 
Cinemax producers tried to make “Rambo.”) Many 
scenes jump in after action already has happened, 
and there’s no sense of what’s going on outside 
this location other than the occasional explosion. 
Rather, characters mostly drink, joke around and 
have sex, then complain about how miserable it is 
to be there after having to treat patients. In this 
unintentionally hysterical piece of cult fave-level 
rubbish, Vietnam actually looks pretty fun, if all 
those injuries didn’t keep interrupting the military’s 
good time, matt pais is the metromix movies producer.
